1941.  As  after  the  advent  of  the  T0J0  Cabinet  Liaison 
Conferences  were  held  almost  daily,  V’G  exact  date  on  which 
this  document  was  passed  by  the  Conference  cannot  be  given. 

In  ny  afore -mentioned  official  positions  I  had  official 
knowledge  of  tMs  document. 

After  the  document  had  been  accepted  by  t*e  Liaison 
Conference  it  was  sent  on  to  the  different  Ministries  and 
Government  Departments  concerned,  who  v/ere  charged  with  the 
task  of  preparing  ansv/ers  to  t^e  questions  contained  in  the 
document.
